Nixon tells Asians they must 
take incentive to find peace

MANILA (UPI) — President Nixon bo* 
gan his tour of Asia today in Manila 
with the warning that peace in this tur­ 
bulent region of the world “ cannot come 
from the United States“ but from Asians 
them selves. Anti-American dem onstra­ 
tions m arred his visit. 
Nixon and President Gernand E. Mar­ 
cos of the Philippines agreed that the 
non Communist nations of Southeast Asia 
must play a greater role in defending 
themselves against possible agression. 
They also agreed that American bases 
must remain in the area. 
American officials said the question of 
security in Asia and American bases 
were among the subjects discussed by 
the two chief executives during a 90- 
minute 
meeting after Nixon’s arrival 
from Guam. The consensus was that the 
United States would have to maintain its 
air base at Clark Field north of Ma­ 
nila, its naval base at Subic Bay and 
its naval air installation at Sangley Point. 
They said the price Nixon agreed to 
pay to keep these critical installations 
was relatively sm all. According to U.S. 
officials, Nixon agreed the Philippines 
should have greater authority over U.S. 
servicem en who commit crim es in this 
country. 
A man identified as a member of a 
Communist Huk “ liquidation squad” was 
shot by police before Nixon flew in 
aboard Air Force One from Guam. Ao* 
thorities 
were investigating the possi­ 
bility of an assassination plot. 
Several anti-American demonstrations 
took place and U.S. flags were ripped 
down and torn in downtown Manila, out­ 
side the U.S. embassy and in front of 
the Presidential Palace where Nixon was 
attending a state dinner. 
Before sitting down for the formal 
dinner, Nixon and Marcos met in the 
palace for 90 minutes, the first 45 miiw 
utes without any advisers present. 
Several 
thousand 
dem onstrators, 
mostly students and nationalistic youths, 
took part in the scattered demonstra* 
tions in protest against Nixon’s visit. 
The most serious erupted as guests 


were arriving at the presidential pal­ 
ace for the state dinner hosted by Mar­ 
cos. 
About 1,500 dem onstrators burned sev­ 
eral American flags and tried to break 
into the grounds. They were repulsed by 
police after a brief scuffle. But about 
500 guests at the dinner were rerouted 
through a side gate and back entrance 
to the palace from across the Pasig 
River. 
The dem onstrators also carried ban- 
ners reading: “ Nixon — Plague of the 
W orld,” “ Stop U,S.-Soviet Im perialist­ 
ic Collusion,” and “ Nixon, Go Home.” 
They also carried placards showing 
clenched fists drawn in red ink, chanted 
anti-American slogans and hurled insults 
at police.

Photographer first man 


exposed to lunar dust 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI) - A 
photographic 
technician probably 
be­ 
came the first man to be exposed to lu­ 
nar m aterials when he came across a 
packet of film covered with “black, 
powdery” dust from the moon Friday 
night, 
the space agency said today. 
The technician, Terry Slezak, 
was 
removing Apollo 11 film magazines from 
the first of two 
containers flown from 
the c a rrie r Hornet in the sealed Lunar 
Receiving Laboratory. It became “ ap­ 
parent that the exterior of the cassette 
had a black, 
powdery substance,” the 
spokesman said. 
Inside was a short note from Astro­ 
naut Neil A. Armstrong that the cas­ 
sette was “ important,” the statement 
said. Armstrong reported during the 
flight that Edwin E. Aldrin had dropped a 
container on the moon during their moon 
walk Sunday night and it was believed, 
but not confirmed, that this was the con­ 
tainer Slezak was handling. 
Also in the same general area of the 
LRL were four other persons, includ­ 
ing laboratory 
head Dr. Craig Fisher 
and public affairs officer John McLeaish. 
They are among the support personnel 
who will be locked up with the astronauts 
and the film and rocks they brought back 
from the moon until Aug. 11. 
The men stripped and showered for 
five minutes, the spokesman said. Sle­ 
zak stayed behind briefly to seal up the 
film holder in plastic. 
There was no mention made in the an­ 
nouncement of any ill effects. 
Scien­ 
tists have said it is extremely unlikely 
that the film, rocks or astronauts will 
be carrying any organisms 
from the 
moon, but the LRL and the long quaran­ 
tine for the astronauts was set up to 
guard against the possibility, however 
remote. 
The first films taken by Armstrong 
and Aldrin during the moonwalk are ex­ 
pected to be released between 3 and 5 
p.m. Tuesday, the space agency said. 
Officials said four color views, four 
black and white views and 100 feet of 
motion picture film will be made in the 
first release. 
The roll of film from which the first 


color films will be taken were photo­ 
graphed out the window of the lunar mo­ 
dule. Officials said they “ should be quite 
dram atic.” 
Meanwhile, 
scientists 
working 
through 
glass portholes in special 
vacuum 
chambers were preparing to 
open the two boxes of rocks Armstrong 
and Aldrin picked up on the moon and 
give the world its first look at them. 
“ It’s very frustrating,” said Jeff War­ 
ner, a geologist who works at the moon 
isolation building at the space center. 
“ The first box came at noon Friday and 
we won’t get to look at it until 10 a.m. 
today.” 


The long awaited moon samples — 
two boxes with more than 50 pounds of 
moon rock and dirt — arrived in Hous­ 
ton Friday from the USS Hornet in two 
different airplanes six hours apart. 
The first box arrived aboard an Air 
Force C-141 
cargo transport with a 
crippled 
engine and went immediately 
into 
the decontamination and sterili­ 
zation process required before the open­ 
ing today. 


With the second box came the medical 
m aterial doctors will use to begin analyz­ 
ing the health of astronauts Neil A. Arm­ 
strong, 
Edwin E. “ Buzz” Aldrin Jr. 
and Michael Collins. 
The outside of the first rock box, corv* 
taming about 20 pounds of m aterial, was 
splotched with several nickel and quar­ 
ter - sized stains of grey-brownish col­ 
or. 
Dr. Elbert King, curator of the iso­ 
lation laboratory, believes the stain was 
caused by salt water corrosion before 
Apollo 11 was launched from Cape Ken­ 
nedy. 
“ It’s not moon dust,” he said. “ We 
could see a little dust on the surface.” 
The box was [Hit through the acid bath 
process designed to eliminate earth con­ 
tamination of the sam ples and the acid- 
strong enough to severly burn your fin­ 
ger just by dipping it in 
briefly —did 
not remove the spots. But space center 
officials did not appear to be concerned 
about the spots. They just were not sure 
where they came from.

Beautification group 
to discuss "downtown" 


More citizens and organizations are jumping on the bandwagon to dress 
up downtown Lompoc’s state of dishabille. City Beautification Committee 
chairman, Scotty Sinclair, told the Record today that committee assistance 
to merchants in their improvement endeavors would be discussed at their 
next meeting on Aug. 6. According to Sinclair, the committee prim arily 
functions as “ an advisory group for the city.” 
Apparently little has been offered by the Committee the past year on dowiv 
town rehabilitation, although attempts have sometimes surfaced, only to be 
aborted. In the past few months, efforts have been made to place’agapanthus 
planters in the narrow sections of the median strips at Ocean Avenue and H 
Streets, to supplement present flora. In June, Recreation superintendent Jack 
Anderson reported a communication from the Division of Highways denying 
the request, due to “ operational and safety standpoints,” 
Asked to explain, Anderson said the letter didn’t elaborate, but he would 
guess that m otorist or pedestrian visibility could be curtailed, as agapan- 
thus grows to several feet in height. The plant base is dense and might also 
bulk over the sides of the narrow divider, causing a possible traffic hazard 
and maintenance problems. Initial pl^ns had called tor planter placement ev­ 
ery 15 to 20 feet, he said. 
Anderson personnally endorsed the suggestion of a People’s Park in the 
vacant lot at the southeast corner of Ocean and H St. 
One official said the Beautification Committee had at one time been 
in- 
volved with the idea of a downtown mall at H Street between Ocean on the 
north and Cypress on the south, but it was swallowed up by urban renewal 
and other rejuvenation proposals which were later defeated.

He called on his constituents, the 
people of Massachusetts, to give him

In a statement on a nationwide televi­ 
sion hookup Friday night, the 37-year-old 
Democrah admitted his leaving the scow* 
of the accident that took the life of Miss 
Mary Jo Kopechne, 28, was “ Indefensi­ 
ble.” But he grimly emphasized “ there 
is no truth whatever to the widely circu­ 
lated suspicions of immoral conduct that 
have been leveled at my behavior and 
hers regarding that evening. 
“ There has never been a private rela­ 
tionship between us of any kind.” 
He added, “ nor was I driving under the 
influence of liquor.” 
But, he went on, “ these events, the in­ 
nuendo,

whispers which have sur­ 
rounded 
them, and my admission of 
guilt this morning raise the question in 
my mind of whether my standing among 
the people of my state has been so im­ 
paired that I should resign my seat in the 
United States Senate.” 
“ I 
would understand 
full well why 
some might think it right for me to re­ 
sign. This will be a difficult decision for 
me to make.” 
He said he must make the final deci­ 
sion himself, but added: “ I ask you to­ 
night, the people of Massachusetts, to 
think this through with me in facing this 
decision.

Kennedy’s press aide,

Drayne, said telephone calls to the sen­ 
ator's office w ere “ overwhelmingly fav- 
orable from both m en and women, from 
in state and out of state.” But, he added, 
“You can’t really tell until the telegram s 
come in.” 
Thomas Taylor, Western Union traffic 
chief in Boston, estimated early today 
that more than 100,000 teb grams had 
been sent to Kennedy sine** the speech. 
“ There have been so many that we’re

“ The Secretary of the Army 
has asked me to express his 
deep regret that your son...re­ 
ceived traumatic amputation of 
both legs above the knees and

“ His condition is of such 
severity that there is cause for 
concern.,.’’ 
That was how Mr. and Mrs. 
Earl Cooper learned their son 
Don, 20, was wounded. In the 
weeks

ship in this Columbia River 
Basin town of 4,000. 
Don had been one of the best 
dancers 
and 
most 
popular 
students in the Othello High 
class of ’67. Less than a year 
later he was picked up bleeding 
and mangled from a Vietna­ 
mese rice paddy and rushed to 
a field hospital to fight for his 
life. 
The response 
among

farmers and businessmen of 
Othello vas immediate. 
One man offered anonymous­ 
ly to pay the Coopers’ way to 
see their son in an Okinawa 
hospital. Another made possi­ 
ble a long distance telephone 
call.

Don 
was moved to 
Madigan General Hospital near 
Tacoma, his former high school 
classmates drove across the 
state in relays for two weekend 
visits. 
Now a fund for the soon-to-be 
discharged PFC has been set 
up at a local bank. And the 
telephone at the Cooper home 
relays a constant stream of 
good 
wishes 
for 
a 
quick 
recovery. 
Home on leave recently, Don 
Cooper was out in the front 
yard, sitting in his wheelchair, 
using his one arm to toss a 
basketball around. 
Soon he will be fitted with 
artificial legs and an arm. 
“ It’s going to be hard to 
learn to walk because the arm 
is so important for balance,” he 
said. 
“ But other guys have made 
it.

making his decision—may not 
be 
so 
favorable. 
The anti- 
Kennedy feeling, muted when 
President John F, Kennedy was 
assassinated and again when 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy was 
killed, 
is 
certain 
to 
be 
reinforced by events of the past 
several days. 
In any case, there can be no 
doubt that any ambitions for 
the presidency held by Kennedy 
were hurt by the accident. The 
only question is whether the 
tragedy was fatal, politically, 
or merely a temporary setback. 
Until the accident, it was 
generally 
conceded 
that the 
1972 
Democratic 
nomination 
was Kennedy's for the asking. 
There was even speculation the 
party would have drafted him 
as the best possible candidate. 
A 
Kennedy candidacy now 
would have to deal not only 
with the tragedy itself but with 
such inevitable questions as: 
-Should 
a 
man 
seek the 
presidency who showed such 
indecision about staying in the 
senate. 
—Should a candidate have a 
past which in his own words 
included “ fear, doubt, panic, 
confusion and shock.” 
Perhaps, Kennedy signaled 
the 
end 
of his presidential 
ambitions in his final words 
when he talked about further 
contributions to his “ state and 
mankind” but did not mention 
the nation.

Taiwan an attack on traveler sense

Flying into Taiwan one is hit 
by several instant impressions. 
First, where are all the tem­ 
ples and shrines you are used 
to seeing in Japan? Second, 
what a-drab place this is. Third, 
how hot and dirty. 
This is as different from J<* 
pan as you can imagine. Ab­ 
solutely nothing is painted and 
the best looking buildings in the 
city are the government buikt 
ings where Chiang-Kai-Shek has 
his offices. 
Everything else 
looks as if were ready to col­ 
lapse and in some cases, has. 
The streets are narrow, filthy 
and choked with traffic going in 
every direction at once, horns 
honking, people and animals and 
very few traffic signals to help 
matters. 
The expanation for all this is 
that the Chinese feel every­ 
thing here in Taiwan is temp- 
orary — merely a place to hang 
their hats until Chiang leads 
them back to the mainland where 
many of them have left parts of 
their families. This unreal ex­ 
pectation is held out only by the 
masses not by the high ranking 
officials. Of course, this plan 
cannot be carried out without 
substantial aid of all kinds by 
the U.S. This is why the whole 
thing appears to be so pitiftil. 
The U.S. will never get involved 
in a situation of this kind again 
but the Nationalist Chinese just 
don’t, or won’t, face this reali­ 
ty. So they continue living here 
“ temporarily,” hoping for the 
right time to return to their 
home — so near and yet so far 
away. 
While waiting these people 
are not sitting still, however. 
Outside the city there is much 
farming of rice and various ve­ 
getables. We were told that Tai­ 
wan exports about thirty million 
U.S. dollars of asparagus to 
West Germany, No wonder we 
saw and ate so much asparst 
gus when in Europe last year! 
Also, 
the Taiwanians have 
marble, porcelain and jade fac­ 
tories. In Hong Kong there is 
one whole building, owned by a 
colonel in the Chinese army, 
in which all the shops sell only 
Taiwan products. He must get a 
whale of a good salary — or 
something! 
Taipei is a good sized city 
and at least half the residents 
must have shops of some kind — 
tailors, 
wig 
shops, 
antique 
stores, curio and gift shops, 
jewelry stores, etc., and each 
one is out to get the other guy. 
That’s the Chinese for you. What 
they can’t sell during the day 
they sell at night in an area 
where there are “ night shops.” 
People set up their stores along 
the street in four-wheel push 
carts, boxes or whatever else 
is at hand. The street is clos­ 
ed off to traffic except for one 
lane and things are in toll swing 
from 5:30 p.m. until 3 a.m. 
This is the time for visiting 
as well 
as shopping and the 
whole family participates from 
the smallest to grandpa. 
Another interesting but pretty 
repulsive place is a maze of 
tiny paths lined with open air 
shops of every imagainable type 
called “ Snake Alley,” This is a 
very descriptive name for two 


reasons: the alleys twist and 
turn like a snake and also, 
snakes are sold there. 
The first night our group was 
in town a bunch of us were out 
seeing the sights when we ran 
across this place. So we walk­ 
ed through it. The night was 
hot and sticky and the air was 
pungent with so many smells 
that one was undistinguishable 
from another but they could all 
be classified as bad! The place 
was jammed and we were given 
the once over pretty thorough 
ly. The next day several of 
us ventured there again to take 
pictures and in the heat of 
the noonday sun everything was 
just that much worse — truly a 
place of foul odors and evil 
sights. 
About those snakes now. Any­ 
one who knows us knows how we 
feel about snakes. But these co 
bras and other kinds were in 
cages with very small holes and 
they were very large snakes 
so we didn’t feel too shaky. 
But if one had escaped, we 
can't imagine what we would 
have done. People pick out just 
the snake they want, it is kill­ 
ed and skinned and made into 
shoes, belts or a purse and the 
meat is used for soup. Ugh!! 
All this is done right there in 
the hot sun, of course. 
There are vegetable and fruit 
stands, barber shops, dentists, 
motorcycle repair shops, meat 
markets, restaurants and any­ 
thing else you can imagine all 
jammed together in one big hide­ 
ous mess. The meat consisted 
of frogs, 
squid, 
pigs legs, 
“ fresh” pork and beef, pig 
lungs and heart all hanging up so 
you could inspect it easily, and 
other things we didn’t look at too 
dark brown eggs boiling in a vile 
looking and smelling liquid. Oh, 
it was a great spot! 
Downtown we were intrigued 
by the names of some of the 
shops: American presidents get 
a big play in the tailor depart­ 
ments. We saw an Eisenhower, 
Hoover and Washington tailor, 
the Hong Kong Butchery, Beau- 
tiful Knit Center, the Lotus 
Blossom Bar, Honey Moon Bak­ 
ery, Happy Book Store, Green 
Pastures Sightseeing Bus Co., 
and 
a straightforward, V.D. 
Clinic. One pertomely advertis­ 
ed “ menthols” and “ Crystals,” 
which sounds a bit mysterious. 
We found it safer to do what 
shopping we had to do in the 
hotel. However, we also found 
it expensive. 
One hazard of traveling is the 
air conditioning. It is so darn­ 
ed hot outside and the shops and 
hotel are kept so cold that the 
continual transition from one 
to the other has proved to be 
very bad for our health. So we 
were in need of a larger sup­ 
ply of aspirin than we had on 
hand to take care of a cold. 
Instead of a bottle of Buflerin, 
regular size $3.25 (U.S.) we 
settled for ten singles for 75 
cents 
or 
three new Taiwan 
dollars apiece. Everyone lays in 
their own supply of snake bite 
medicine, in case one of those 
cages pop open and even that 
has prove to be a hazardous 
project, Vic (Vic Inouye) neecL 
ed some vermouth but he had 
to buy some from a bartender 
tor which he paid six dollars 
U.S. for a pop bottle full and 98 
cents tor 24 plastic coated pap­ 
er cups which collapsed after 
three drinks — made in New 
Jersey. On the other hand, on 
our stopover in Okinawa, he 
picked up a fifth of Beefeater’s 
tor $1.80 and we got C hivif 


Regal for $4.50. That’s kind of 
hard to beat! 


There is another side of life 
in Taipei though. Our hotel, 
even though in a rather seamy 
area, was first class with a nice 
night club on the roof and ex­ 
cellent dining rooms. One fea* 
tured Chinese folk dancers, sin­ 
gers and an orchestra.

The dancers were elegantly 
dressed — one number featured 
yellow and black Cossack-type 
blouse with black and white satin 
pants, white fur Cossack hats 
draped with pearls and two 
hoops interlaced with real flow­ 
ers. The orchestra was out of 
this world. There were seven 
players dressed in blue Chinese 
robes with white cuffs but the 
interesting part was their in­ 
struments. One man played a 
two-spired thing of five vary­ 
ing lengths of bamboo which 
resembled cathedral spires — 
my mother also has a vase which 
is sim ilar. This has a silver 
mouthpiece and the whole in- 
strument comes in three sizes. 
We never could distinguish just 
which sound came out of it. The 
number two man played a bam­ 
boo flute as well as a minia* 
ture xylophone type affair which 
also resembled small insides of 
a piano, which was thumped with 
two pieces of wire about a foot 
long, one in each hand, a small 
wooden piece attached to the 
end. This sounded sort of like 
a harpischord. Third man in the 
line up occasionally swung out 
on his contraption which ap- 
peared to be a small cigar box 
attached to a stick about two 
and-ohalf feet long with two 
strings. At the top were two 
tuning pegs like shoe horns and 
this was played with a bow and 
held upright in his lap. Fourth 
man played a cellolike instro 
ment except the cello part was 
oval. There was also sort of a 
mandolin, the handle above the 
frets was jagged and took a 
hard right at the top. To com­ 
plete the group was a bass play­ 
er and a man on percussion 
who 
took care of the drums, 
woodblock, set of two red lao 
quer drums and Chinese gong. 
One number 
they played was 
sort of a Chinese 
rhumba! 
Groovy! 


Since many of the people 
here speak Japanese as a result 
of half a century of Japanese 
occupation before World War II, 
Vic is still acting as interpre­ 
ter to a certain extent. Sooner 
or later we’re bound to hit 
someplace where we will be at 
a loss for words — but so far, 
so good.

Firefighting officials in Lom­ 
poc, county and Vandenberg Air 
Force Base today braced them­ 
selves for the critical fire dan­ 
ger that lurks in tinder dry 
hills, canyons and vacant lots. 
A combination of factors has 
created the most serious haz­ 
ard in many years, according 
to Lompoc Chief John Baker 
and Batt. Chief David Dill, of 
the county fire department. Van­ 
denberg officials are also aware 
of the dangers. 
Lush 
ground 
vegetation 
spurred by last winter’s heavy 
rainfall is now dried by the 
prevailing winds, hence vulner­ 
able to carelessly discarded 
cigarettes, matches and faulty 
engine exhausts. 
There has been a rash of 
small grass fires in city areas, 
but thus far none have resulted 
in serious damage, according to 
Baker. 
Nevertheless, Baker keeps 
his 20 regular firemen and 11 
volunteers on the alert for mut­ 
ual aid to the county and for 
fires on the city’s perimeter 
that pose a threat to the city. 
Last year the city department 
contained 20 brush and grass 
fires in the city and rolled en­ 
gines and equipment on 27 mut­ 
ual aid calls mostly for fires 
in county areas close to the 
city. 
The current threat is real, 
according to Baker. Fires in 
Miguelito Canyon for example 
could sweep north in a matter 
of minutes to endanger homes 
on the southwest border of the 
city. There is also potential 
danger from brush fire threats 
In the hills all along the south­ 
ern boundaries, Baker said. 
Dill concurs in the assess­ 
ment. 
His concern was reflected in 
the massive response by county 
fire units Thursday to a forest 
fire near Johns-Manville Pro- 
Drive for 
Goleta 
gov't, told 


County officials today were of 
the opinion that perhaps only a 
strong “ grass roots” drive in 
Goleta Valley might get results 
in having the Local Agency For­ 
mation Commission authorize a 
comprehensive study to provide 
guidelines to the valley resi­ 
dents as to future governmerv- 
tal operations there. 
Thus far, it was shown, the 
Goleta Valley Chamber of Com­ 
merce has been the only group 
to support the East Goleta VaL 
ley Citizens Assn. in its res 
quest that LAFCO carry out 
an objective, 
toll - length sti*. 
dy indicating whether it would 
be most fessible to incorpor^ 
tion, annex to the city of San­ 
ta Barbara, or remain as is ui* 
der county control. 
Meanwhile, John P. Whitto- 
more, LAFCO executive offi­ 
cer, continued today with work 
of drawing up a preliminary re* 
port on the citizens’ associa­ 
tion request to be delivered 
to LAFCO Aug. 14. 
Whittemore has the opinion 
that a study as the one r&> 
quested by the East Goleta Val­ 
ley 
Citizens’ 
Assn. is really 
“ three studies.” He said an en­ 
tire separate study could be de­ 
voted to the pros and cons of 
incorporation, another on the 
tremendous impact incorpora­ 
tion would have on county gov­ 
ernment, and a third could be 
devoted to possibilities of an­ 
nexation of the valley, or pos­ 
sibly the eastern part of it, to 
Santa Barbara. 
Whittemore’s report is not 
expected to give a cost esti­ 
mate or amount of man • hours 
required, it is felt, chiefly be­ 
cause of the three - way nature 
of the requested study and the 
possibility that LAFCO may em­ 
bark on a study less ambitious 
than proposed.

A year and a half 
ago high winds swept a brush 
fire over about 200 acres in a 
narrow swath from an area 
near Vandenberg 
Village Inn, 
eastward across Highway 1 and 
to the very doorsteps of homes 
in Mission Hills.

Failure to comply is 
an infraction of the law. Men 
under D ill’s command fought 
more than 40 forest fires last 
year— and the threat is even 
greater this season, accord­ 
ing to all assessments The haz­ 
ard has been less in city areas, 
but Baker is ready. 
City regulations for control­ 
led burns are equally stringent. 
The officials warned that any 
person who starts a fire, know­ 
ingly or not, can be assessed 
for the fire suppression costs.

Mideast 
fighting 
continues

Israeli forces battled Egyp. 
tian 
and 
Jordanian 
troops 
across 
the cease - fire lines 
today. 
An 
Israeli 
cabinet 
minister 
said 
Israel 
was 
justified in demanding weapons 
because the Soviet Union is 
committed to Egypt. 
Israeli spokesmen said two 
soldiers 
were 
wounded 
by 
Egyptian fire across the Suez 
Canal near Ismailia, Jordan 
reported an exchange of tank 
gun and machine gun fire across 
the Jordan River south of the 
Sea of Galilee. 
A Jordanian military spokes­ 
man said Israel started the 30 
minutes of fighting near Um- 
Qaiss, five miles southeast of 
the Sea of Galilee. 
Israeli information minister 
Yisrael Galili said Israel must 
expose to the world what he 
termed Soviet complicity in 
building up Egyptian military 
might 
and 
“ the 
absolute 
identification 
of 
the Soviet 
Union position.” 
“ It 
is essential to make 
friendly political factors real­ 
ize that Israel, faced with total 
Soviet commitment to Egypt, 
was justified in its demands for 
arms necessary to strengthen 
its forces.” 
Israel said its raids across 
the Canal are demonstrating 
that Egypt is not prepared for 
war. President Abdel Gamal 
Nasser 
told 
Egypt 
it must 
prepare for war with Israel. 
Egypt said its antiaircraft 
fire shot down three Israeli jets 
in raids on Port Fuad, El Tina 
and 
El 
Cap near the Suez 
Canal’s northern end and El 
Deversoir north of the Great 
Bitter Lakes. Israel said the 
raids knocked out several Arab 
artillery emplacements. 
“ The Israeli raids had a 
minimal 
effect 
which 
could 
have been scored just as well 
by using mortars not to say 
heavy 
artillery,” 
said 
the 
newspaper A1 Ahram. 
The Israeli jets “ appeared 
quickly 
and 
vanished 
more 
quickly,” the newspaper said. 
“ All dispatches out of Tel 
Aviv were inquiring where the 
Egyptian Air Force was, as if 
Israel has the right to decide 
when we are to use our Air 
Force, as if the Egyptian Air 
Force was supposed to counter­ 
attack purely from emotional 
reasons,” A1 Ahram said. 
Israeli chief of staff Haim 
Bar-Lev said Israeli retaliation 
across 
the Suez Canal was 
meant 
to 
demonstrate 
that 
Egypt is not ready for a new 
war in the Middle East. 
Israeli said it was the fourth 
such raid across the Canal this 
week 
and 
that 
the planes 
knocked out several Egyptian 
gun positions on the canal’s 
west bank. 
Bar-Lev 
said he did not 
believe 
the 
situation 
had 
changed much along the canal 
as far as the Egyptian defense 
was concerned. 
“ Deep in their hearts the 
Egyptians realize they are not 
ready for war,” Bar-Lev said. 
“ The price they are being made 
to pay for their noivobservance 
of the 1967 cease-fire is ever 
increasing and perhaps they 
will reach the conclusion it is 
altogether too high.”

Kennedy, who comes up for 
re-election next year, pleaded 
guilty in Dukes County District 
court at Edgartown to leaving 
the secne of a fatal accident. 
He received a suspended two- 
month jail sentence 
and was 
placed on probation for one 
year. 
In 
his 
television 
talk, 
Kennedy 
confessed 
his con­ 
fusion at the time of the mis­ 
hap was caused, at least in part, 
by wondering “ whether some 
awful 
curse actually did hang 
over the Kennedys.” 
The Senator did not report 
the 
tragedy until about nine 
hours after it occurred. 
Looking 
grim, 
Kennedy 
spoke for 12 minutes from the 
library of his ailing father's 
home 
overlooking 
Nantucket 
Sound. Slowly—and sometimes 
emotionally — he related the 
events of the accident that cost 
the life of Miss Kopechne. 
The 
square-jawed 
Senator 
explained how he and Miss Ko­ 
pechne, 
a 
former campaign 
worker for the late Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy, D-N.Y., had been 
attending a cookout reunion 
July 18 at a rented cottage on 
Chappaquiddick Island with five 
other ex-campaign workers and 
several Kennedy associates. 
The Senator pictured Miss 
Kopechne as “ a gentle, kind 
and idealistic person” who had 
worked for his late brother for 
four years. 
Kennedy said he and Miss 
Kopechne were driving on an 
unlit road as they headed to 
make the last ferry between 
Edgartown and Chappaquiddick 
about 11:15 p.m. when the car 
plunged off a narrow humpback 
bridge 
with 
no 
rails 
and 
overturned 
in eight feet of 
water, immediately filling with 
water. 
“ I remember thinking as the 
cold water rushed in around my 
head that I was, for certain, 
drowning. 
But 
somehow 
i 
struggled to the surface alive,” 
he said. 
“ I 
made 
immediate 
and 
repeated efforts to save Mary 
Jo by diving into the strong and 
murky current, but succeeded 
only in increasing my state of 
utter exhaustion and alarm. 
“ My conduct and conversa­ 
tions during the next several 
hours, to the extent that I can 
remember 
them, 
make 
no 
sense to me at all. Although my 
doctors 
inform 
me 
that 
I 
suffered a cerebral concussion 
as well as shock, I do not seek 
to escape responsibility for my 
actions by placing the blame 
either 
on 
the physical and 
emotional trauma brought on 
by the accident or on anyone 
else. 
“ I regard as indefensible,” 
Kennedy went on, “ the fact 
that 
I did 
not 
report 
the 
accident to the police immedi­ 
ately.”

an 
undetermined 
time” 
in 
nearby grass and finally walked 
the 
1.2 
miles 
back to the 
cottage. 
He 
asked 
Joseph 
Gargan, a cousin, and Paul F. 
Markham, former U.S. Attor­ 
ney for Massachusetts and now 
a lawyer in private practice, to 
return to the tidal pond and 
help 
try 
to 
recover 
Miss 
Kopechne, but “ their strenuous 
efforts, 
undertaken at some 
risk to their own lives, also 
proved futile,” he said. 
At this point, Kennedy said, 
“ all 
kinds 
of 
scrambled 
thoughts-all of them confused, 
some of them irrational, many 
of which I cannot recall, and 
some of which I would not have 
seriously 
entertained 
under 
normal circumstances — went 
through my mind... 
“ They were reflected in the 
various inexplicable, inconsis­ 
tent and inconclusive things I 
said and did-including s u c h 
questions as 
whether 
some 
awful curse did hang over the 
Kennedys, whether there was 
some justifiable reason for me 
to doubt what tiad happened 
and to delay my report and 
whether 
somehow

“ I was overcome, I am frank 
to say, by a jumble of emotions 
—grief, fear, doubt, exhaustion, 
panic, confusion and shock,” 
the Senator added. 
Kennedy said he told Gargan 
and Markhan not to “ alarm” 
the others at the cookout. They 
went to the ferry crossing, but 
when they saw the ferry had

Kennedy said he impulsively 
leaped into the channel and 
swam the 120 yards to the 
Edgartown side. 
He returned to his room at 
the Shiretown Inn “ around 2 
a.m.

to 
Markham 
and 


Gargan, nor did he attempt to 
explain why they did not notify 
police of the accident.

“ Jews have never been afraid 
to laugh at their own foibles 
and 
fo llie s,” 
says 
Albert 
Vorspan. 
He’d better be right about 
that. If he has overestim ated 
his 
fellow 
Jew s’ 
sense 
of 
humor, he’s liable to be chased 
right out of New York. 
Vorspan has perpetrated a 
book called “ My Rabbi Doesn’t 
Make 
House C alls” (Double­ 
day). It pokes good-natured fun 
at 
a 
number 
of 
American 
Jewish folkways, from hardsell 
fund 
raising 
to 
the 
frantic 
scram ble to get Junior into an 
Ivy League college. 
Vorspan’s ton g u e-in -ch eek 
thesis is that Gentiles need a 
book that tells them how to 
“ get on the bandwagon’ 
and 
adopt the Jewish style of life. 
“ It’s IN 
to be Jewish 
in 
A m erica,” 
he says. “ Jewish 
folkways are becoming as much 
a part of the air we breathe as, 
say, automobile fum es.” 
He notes that' Jewish them es 
compete 
with 
homosexuality 
and race for domination of the 
theater.” Yiddish words such as 
“ nebbish” and“ schlem iel” are 
dropped into conversation even 
by 
little 
oid 
ladies 
of the 
Methodist 
Sewing 
C ircle 
in 
Dubuque. Cheese blintzes, lox, 
bagels and other Jewish delica­ 
c ie s are as widely consumed as 
traditional 
American dishes. 
Instead of Jews being assim i­ 
lated into Ameican culture, he 
contends, 
“ the 
reverse 
is 
happening. . .Am erica is be­ 
coming Jew ish.” 
Vorspan 
devotes 
several 
chapters to the vagaries of 
Jewish religious life. He ex­ 
plains, for example, the unwrit­ 
ten code 
which governs 
the 
popular Jewish game of belit­ 
tling the rabbi. 
“ It is regarded as bad form 
to whack the rabbi during the 
first three months or the last 
three months of his tenure,” he 
says. 
At 
any 
time between 
these two periods, however, ii 
is appropriate to apply a verbal 
stilleto to your rabbi on any 
public or private occasion. For 
exam ple, 
if 
he 
greets 
you 
warmly after Sabbath serv ices, 
you reply loudly: 
“ Glad to see you, too, rabbi. I 
would also like to have seen 
you when 1 was home with a 
broken leg. W assam atter, rab­ 


bi, 
you 
don’t make

ca lls? ’ 
But there also are gam es 
rabbis play. If a congregation 
declines to renew a rabbi’s 
contract, 
for 
any 
reason 
whatever, 
the rabbi 
can get

statem ent to the p ress assert­ 
ing that 
“ the 
congregation 
cravenly attempted to muzzle 
the 
voice of 
prophetic

Thus the rabbi can 
“ leave town in a blaze of glory,

An unmarried rabbi is a man 
to be pitied, Vorspan says. “ He 
must run an obstacle course 
consisting

maid niece, 
and 
every 
lonely 
Jewish 
widow 
within a radius of 300 m iles 
until, in exhausted self-defense, 
he yields and takes a w ife.” 
Jews have always attached 
high value to education, but in 
contemporary Am erica, 
Vor­ 
span says, Jewish parents have 
becom e obsessed with it. 


“ Any conceivable talent lying 
latent (or imagined) in a child 
must be detected, irrigated and 
cultivated. This requires les­ 
sons in violin, ballet, piano, gui­ 
tar, lapidary, Hebrew, Spanish, 
tennis, painting and Byzantine 
archtecture, 
he 
says. 
“ A 
fierce and exhausting com m it­ 
ment 
to 
education 
is 
the 
hallmark of the Jewish hom e.” 


Another Jewish obsession is 
the need to be liberal in politics 
and, especially, on race rela­ 
tions. Many Jews suffer severe 
frustration, Vorspan contends, 
because they don’t know any 
N egroes “ to be liberal with.” In 
the 
Jewish 
liberality-rating 
system , he says, you get “ five 
points for having a live Negro 
at a party.” 


But you lose half a 
point if he 
is light-skinned 
“ and 
a 
full 
point if he has a Jewish w ife.” 


The competition can be hard 
on N egroes, he observes, citing 
the sad case of a Negro social 
worker on 
Long Island 
who 
was totally used up within six 
months 
by 
Jewish 
party- 
g iv e rs.”

Today, the first thing on the 
agenda for most new congrega­ 
tions is to put up “ a building of 
our own.” No m atter how well 
a congregation may be getting 
along in temporary quarters,

m ortgage and the upkeep of a 
building that 
may be in use 
only two or three hours a week. 
Established congregations are 
sim ilarly obsessed with expand­ 
ing and improving their physi­ 
cal plants -adding new youth 
room s, air conditioning or a 
bigger organ. 
As a result, a vast proportion 
of the total amount of tim e and 
money which a congregation 
gives 
for 
the 
work of the 
church goes into the acquisition 
or maintenance of real estate. 
This is a woeful situation, 
according to Dr. 
Donald 
L. 
Houser, executive secretary of 
the 
Board of Am erican Mis­ 
sions, 
Lutheran 
Church 
in 
A m erica. He is urging Luther­ 
ans to recover the outlook of 
the early church by em phasiz­ 
ing m ission and m inistry rather 
than structure and fa cilities. 
In the future, Houser con­ 
tends, building a church should 
be considered “ a last resort.” 
Before even considering such a 
step, 
a 
congregation should 
explore 
all 
p ossib ilities 
of 
serving its community 
from 
such locations as storefronts, 
recreation halls in high rise 
apartment 
buildings, trailer 
units, or multiple-purpose se r­ 
vice centers. 
“ Space 
provided for tomor­ 
row should be used seven days 
a week,” says Houser. “ We 
can’t 
afford 
the 
luxury 
of 
building for two hours a w eek.” 
A few brave and innovative 
congregations already are de­ 
m onstrating 
that 
it 
can be 
done. 
In 
Lombard, 
111., 
a 
suburb of Chicago, a Lutheran 
congregation called The Com­ 
munity of Christ the Servant is 
using a renovated barn as a 
base 
for 
a 
m inistry 
that 
includes a youth program , a 
theater program, operation of a 
coffee house and a weekly fine 
arts festival. 
In the Spring Garden section 
of Philadelphia, Protestants of 
several 
denominations 
have 
borrowed 
an unused convent 
from a Catholic order, and are 
using it as a community service 
center providing day care for 
children, 
m edical 
and dental 
se rv ic es 
for 
the 
poor, 
job 
training and recreational pro­ 
gram s for youth. 
Sim ilar congregations—with- 
out-churches can be found in 
New 
York, 
Washington, 
Los 
A ngeles and many other c itie s. 
If they are the pioneers of a 
major new trend in Am erican 
religious life, as Houser be­ 
liev es, the public im age of the 
church may change from rich 
landlord to humble servant - a 
change most congenial to the 
teaching and exam ple of its 
founder.

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)— The 
Senate voted 27-7 this week to 
tax income derived by churches 
from b usin esses unrelated to 
religion. 
The m easure by Sen. Anthony 
C. Beilenson, D-Beverly H ills, 
was sent to the Assem bly after 
the author urged that all bus­ 
in esses be treated equally re­ 
gardless of who owns them. 
Churches would pay a 7 per 
cent tax on the gross profits 
of the b u sin esses they own. But, 
tax officials 
said 
it was im - 1 
possible to estim ate how much 
revenue 
the levy would gen­ 
erate. 
“ When a group is operated 
as a profit-making organiza­ 
tion, it should be taxed just as 
any other profit-m akinggroup.” 
Beilenson said. “ If a church 
wants to go into business, that 
business should pay taxes just 
like any other b u sin ess.” 
• 
Beilenson, one of the leg isla ­ 
ture’s leading liberals, said that 
the current income tax exem p­ 
tion granted churches who own 
outside b usin esses puts com pe­ 
titors at a disadvantage. 
“Taxes are a cost of pro­ 
duction and an important over­ 
head factor,” Beilenson said. 
“ A church-owned business, not 
subject to the sam e taxes, has 
a major com petitive advantage 
over its com m ercial riv a ls.” 
But Sen. Ralph C 
D ills, D- 
Gardena, opposed repealing the 
examption on grounds it violat­ 
ed the constitutional separation 
of church and state.

In a speech on the floor of 
the House, R epresentative T ea­ 
gue said, “ lam concerned about 
the nationwide shortage of Nat­ 
ional C em etery facilities. T his 
situation is becom ing critical 
since in the next 30 years, 40 
of the present 60 national C em ­ 
eteries w ill be filled and forced 
to close. Even with this s it­ 
uation as well as the fact that 
approximately 750,000 se rv ic e­ 
men are being separated an­ 
nually from the Armed F orces, 
and all of these Veterans are 
eligible for burial in a National 
C em etery, there has been on 
expansion of the National C em ­ 
etery System for many years. 
The representative from Ojai 
also pointed out that “ In C al­ 
ifornia, 
these problem s 
are 
magnified . There are m ore than 
2,800,000 living Veterans resid ­ 
ing in the State of California, 
all eligible for Burial in a Nat­ 
ional C em etery. The three Nat­ 
ional C em eteries located InCal- 
ifornia, 
Fort R osecrans, San 
Diego, Golden Gate National 
C em etery 
in San Bruno; and 
San Francisco National C em e­ 
tery at the P residio in 
San 
Francisco, are all closed to fu­ 
ture veteral burials because of 
the unavailability of space. On 
the entire West Coast of the 
United S tales there is only one 
National C em etery with space 
available 
for future burials. 
T his is the W illam ette National 
C em etery 
at 
Portland, O re­ 
gon.”

Brings in Slam

Some years ago Lee Hazen 
of New York, who is a law­ 
yer first and a bridge expert 
second, was awakened at 
three in the morning by an 
important client calling from 
California. It seems that the 
client 
had 
been 
on 
lead 
against a seven-spade con­ 
tract with 10 solid hearts, the 
ace-king of diamonds and a 
small club. He asked Hazen 
what he would lead and the 
reply 
was. 
The 
ace 
of 
hearts." 
“ Why?" asked the client. 
“ Because 
you 
wouldn’t 
have called me at this hour 
if your ace of diamonds 
hadn’t been ruffed " 
If we were to call Lee 
about today’s hand, he would 
lead a club and he would be 
right. A club lead beats the 
seven-heart contract 
How­ 
ever. if Lee were sitting at 
the table, he would open the 
jack of diamonds just as 
West did. The lead is normal 
indeed, although unfortu­ 
nate. 
With any opening lead but 
a club, declarer develops a 
three-suit squeeze automati­ 
cally. He wins the diamond 
in his hand, plays out several 
rounds of trumps and then 
tries to see if the diamonds 
will break at all reasonably. 
He only needs a 4-2 break but 
they break 5-1 and he is one 
trick short of his contract in 
straight winners. 
This doesn’t bother him in 
the 
slightest. 
He 
simply 
cashes his ace and king of 
spades and runs off the rest 
of his trumps. 
He will have discarded one 
spade on the third diamond, 
so that his own last two 
cards will be a low diamond 
and the ace-eight of clubs. 
West will have to discard 
down to one club and to hold 
a high diamond, whereupon 
the last diamond will be 
thrown from dummy and 
East will be squeezed out of 
his club protection in turn 
in order to guard against the 
nine of spades in the South 
hand.

she will sing that string of 
ballads. And if some of those 
ballads are relatively obscure 
ones that she just happens to 
love, then you will get them.

Much like a teenager emerg­ 
ing from puberty to the adult 
stage 
of 
life, 
golf courses 
change character as they ma­ 
ture. 
Some toughen up as the 
fairways grow thick and lush, 
cutting down on the roll and 
stretching out the length of 
the course. After a few years 
the greens bed down and the 
subtelty of a slight growth from 
morning to afternoon changes a 
break or a roll. 
As these changes occur it af­ 
fects many things, not the least 
of which are the handicaps of 
the Golfers who play the course. 
The VCC plays tougher now than 
it did a year ago, and it play­ 
ed tougher last year than the 
year previous. 
True it is that a high hand- 
icapper occasionally shoots a 
39 or 40 on either side. More 
often than not though, he is in 
the high 40s or low 50s on the 
compensating side. 
Of all the low handicap golf­ 
ers entered in the Tom Mackie 
Invitational in July, not one 
shot sulxpar golf. Low gross 
was 69 strokes and this score 
was the combined total of two 
excellent golf players. It was 
precisely .4 of one per cent be­ 
low the course rating. 
The VCC has been rated by 
the USCGA at 69.4. We don’t 
know the exact criteria used to 
rate a golf course but we assume 
that yardage is one of the key 
factors. On this basis perhaps 
the rating is justified, if yard­ 
age is that important. 
We haiipen not to agree. Both 
number four and 15 holes are 
comparatively 
short hardage 
holes. Not a trap to be seen 
and both are straight away. 
We’re curious as to what rat­ 
ing the USCGA gave to these 
holes. 
Another aspect is the fact 
that the VCC is subject to a 
sligtit wind factor. Use of the 
gentle adjective is a combin;^. 
tion of our partiality to tongue 
iivctieek expression and a de­ 
sire not to lend credence to 
those unfounded reports from 
our sister city to the north. 
Just for clarification we’d 
like to see a program to es­ 
tablish our own course rating 
based on actual play. For ii>- 
stance, how about aOO-daycom­ 
pilation of scores by hole';’ 
Sort of ado-it-by-hand compu­ 
ter program. To start with stv 
lect a group of golfers who play 
regularly and set up a master 
sheet to score each hole as play­ 
ed. The group should be repre­ 
sentative of handicaps through 
18. 
At the end of 90 days we 
should have a pretty fair idea 
of how each hole was played 
and the average score. Granted 
that handicaps of the golfers 
won’t be taken into considera­ 
tion, but then as far as we 
know none of the USCGA rating 
team are professional golfers. 
The ladies as well could es­ 
tablish the same sort of a p ro 
gram as a parallel effort. 
And, as we recall, the p ro 
fessionals of the tri-counties 
PGA who play here occasional­ 
ly, don’t exactly tear this course 
apart!

Man vs. sea 
It is often said — with gTeater truth now than ever before 
— that we know more about the surface of the moon than we do 
about the bottom of the ocean. 
Yet even though there has been no "giant leap for mankind" 
in the inner space of earth to compare with that of Apollo 11 
in outer space, scientific investigation into man’s native en­ 
vironment continues apace. 
At about the same time as the 360-foot-tall Saturn V rocket 
was lifting the Apollo and its crew of three off the pad at Cape 
Kennedy on the most adventurous voyage ever made into space, 
49 miles to the east the 50-foot-long research submersible 
Ben Franklin with six men aboard was dipping into the ocean 
on a Gulf Stream Drift Mission, the most ambitious attempt 
yet made to unlock the secrets of the great current of warm 
water that sweeps past the coasts of North American and 
Europe. 
The ship, commanded by famed undersea explorer Dr. 
Jacques Piccard, is scheduled to drift northward in the current 
and emerge around August 11 at a point 200 to 300 miles 
southeast of the tip of Cape Cod. It will operate at depths 
ranging as deep as 1,800 feet — and as was the case with the 
men on the moon, should anything go wrong there will be no 
chance of rescue. 
Another inquiry into the mysteries of the ocean is nearing 
completion. This is BOMEX — the Barbados Oceanographic 
and Meteorological Experiment. Begun last May, BOMEX 
involved the participation of seven federal departments and in­ 


dependent agencies, 20 universities and six industrial labora­ 
tories and the co-operation of the government of the Barba­ 
dos. 
An immense "cube" of sea and air, stretching from the 
ocean floor 18,000 feet down to the stratosphere 100,000 feet 
above the covering 90,000 square miles of the Atlantic off 
the West Indies island, was staked out for the experiment. 
Into the cube converged an armada of 10 ships, 24 planes and 
1,500 scientists and technicians to mount what the Environmen­ 
tal Science Services Administration calls "the most difficult 
and complex scientific effort ever conducted over a large 
ocean area.*’ 


The purpose of BOMEX was to study in links between the sea 
and the air and their interactions with the energy radiated 
from the sun. This mechanism is almost unknown, yet it is the 
primary process which drives the world’s atmospheric cir­ 
culation and its weather systems. 
The hope is that when this process is better understood, 
it will be possible to extend weather predictions beyond the 
present few days. 
In quite concrete terms, the nation’s efforts in both inner 
and outer space are part and parcel of one grand assault 
on the vast unknowns of the universe man dwells in. The 
same company — Grumman Aerospace Corp. — built both the 
Ben Franklin and the Eagle lunar landing module, and BOMEX 
utilized the aid of several earth - orbiting satellites.

prising Soviet missile advances. Again, 
it was another of the surprises the Red 
world always seems to have in store for 
us.

Drug use 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
President 
Nixon's 10-point antidrug 
program is prompted in part by Justice 
Department studies which indicate an 
unbelievalbly high level of drug experi­ 
mentation and use among junior and sen­ 
ior high school students. 
The data is fragmentary. What there 
is is disturbing. 
A survey of jurv 
iors and seniors in 
three high schools in 
the Castro Valley Un­ 
ified School District 
in Californiadisclos- 
es that 51 of the 1,- 
272 
students have 
used heroin one or 
more times. That's 
equivalent to 4.7 per 
cent of the boys and 
3.4 per cent of the girls. 
Some 15 per cent of the boys and at 
most 9 per cent of the girls had used LSD. 
At Mamaroneck Junior High School, 
New York, about one out of every hund. 
red students admits to having used her­ 
oin. Some 107 had tried glue-sniffing. 
Through it is often not made clear 
in the surveys which students have used 
drugs regularly and which have tried once 
and stopped, 4 per cent of the male sti*. 
dents at one high school in San Mateo 
County, California, admit to using LSD 
"three or more times.” 
One out of 10 of the boys and one out 
of 20 of the girls from one "upper 
middle-class San Francisco Bay areasi*» 
burban high school” reported they had 
used one psychedelic drug or another 
(LSD, Peyote, DMT or STP). Seven per 
cent of the boys and 1,5 per cent of 
the girls said they were currently on 
these drugs. 
As is well-known, marijuana is even 
more popular 
among high school sti* 


dents. In a self-administered question­ 
naire almost a third of the boys and 28 
per cent of the girls at a middle-class 
suburban high school near San Francisco 
said they had used marijuana. About one 
out of seven had tried LSD. In a "low­ 
er middle-class and working-class” high 
school in the same general area, about 
one out of eight boys and one out of 14 
girls said they’d been on marijuana. 
Only one out of 20 admitted to LSD. 
Overall, the surveys tend to indicate 
that drug use is more prevalent among 
the well-to-do middle- and upper middle- 
class students in the suburbs than among 
students from what are called lower mi<t 
dle-class and working-class families. 
Some private schools seem to be partio 
ularly hard hit. Experimenting with one 
drug or another apparently runs like wiltt 
fire through some institutions. 
Take hashish, tried, at least, by 13.5 
per cent of the students at one private 
school surveyed at Michigan. Or morn- 
ing-glory seeds, used once or more by 3 
per cent of the students at a rural 
high school on the Upper Peninsula, Mich­ 
igan.

Moreover, when the Soviets violated 
the atomic test-ban 
understanding so 
solemnly agreed to with us, Russia be­ 
came the only nation to have success­ 
fully test-fired a nuclear-armed mis­ 
sile at an incoming missile. 
Thus the U.S.S.R. .leaped 
demon­ 
stratively (not merely on paper) far 
ahead of us in nuclear defense and may 
have already cancelled out the U.S. Min- 
uteman missile which is our chief wea­ 
pon of retaliation in defense of the Unit­ 
ed States and our most credible deter­ 
rent protecting the free world. 
Yet, confronted by these realities, 
we’re told to think in terms of a treaty! 
The Fulbright-Kennedy-McGovern, etc., 
fallibility opportunism, mindlessness, 
or worse, on this thesis is as appalling 
as it is dangerous. 


Every dependent nation in the world 
that has relied on treaties instead of 
keeping its powder dry has come to dis­ 
aster. 
Treaties could not conceivably mean 
less than they do to the Soviet Union. 
If the Fulbright - Kennedy - McGovern 
cabal does not know that, it knows noth­ 
ing. But, in any case, the nearly age­ 
less record of treaties as a whole shows 
that in the normal course of interna­ 
tional events treaties are broken, 
not 
observed. Actually, treaties are honored 
more in the breaking than in the observ­ 
ance. Treaties 
cannot substitute for 
wisdom or for military power in pur­ 
suing national objectives and maintain­ 
ing the peace. 
Our 
treaty-adherence record is the 
best of any major power. But every maj­ 
or nation, including the United Stated, 
has broken its pledged word when its 


leaders felt the current national inter­ 
est required it. 
At Yalta, at Russia’s 
behest, both 
the United States and Great Britain shat­ 
tered 
previous treaties like clay pig­ 
eons built to be shot down. The Bay of 
Pigs debacle and backdown shattered 
our ancient Monroe Doctrine forever — 
an edict far more formidable than any 
treaty. Our Vietnam involvement shat­ 
tered treaties left and right. 


While our country may be hoping 
for a nuclear defense treaty with the 
U.S.S.R., the antiballistic missile pro­ 
posal 
means we are not relying on it. 
The Fulbright - Kennedy - McGovern 
cabal could easily learn at least three 
reasons why: 


(1) For years on end the greatest 
weakness in our foreign policy has been 
an overreliance on treaties. We should 
give little or no weight to the expecta­ 
tion of performance under a decisive 
treaty. 


(2) The leaders of the countries will 
have changed by the time the treaty- 
reliance may be critical, and all such 
probabilities increase the longer the 
treaty remains in effect. 


(3) 
We should never bet our lives 
and our whole country — the destiny 
of the United States and all 200 mil­ 
lion people who live here — on brains 
that talk treaty-security to us. Oppor­ 
tunistic 
politicians who say they be­ 
lieve in things like that end up in the 
dregs of history — and their country 
down with them.

Dear Sir: 
The moon expedition has caused ex­ 
citement and exhileration such as have 
few, if any other, events in history. But 
amid the enthusiasm is considerable 
criticism of this endeavor, mostly bas­ 
ed upon the sums of money invested in 
space exploration. 
Opponents of the space program feel 
that our resources should be used for 
"practical” purposes such as medical 
research, in particular cancer research, 
and in reducing poverty. 
Advocates of 
space exploration have attempted to de­ 
fend it by finding "practical” reasons 
for it and many of their arguments have 
validity. 
There is a strong possibility that we 
will find appreciable amounts of natural 
resources on other celestial bodies and 
certainly our economy has been aided by 
the employment afforded by the space 
program. The argument that we may gain 
national prestige and military suprema­ 
cy over the Russians also has some 
truth but somehow a lofty 
endeavor 
such as going to the moon seems to be 
desecrated by involving it in the petty 
rivalries of man. 
But there are still other reasons that 
few have dared or bothered to voice, 
deeper reasons which they must surely 
harbor in their hearts and which would 
of themselves justify all our space ven­ 
tures. 
Remote as it may seem, the astro 
nauts and the cancer victims with whom 
we all sympathize are struggling against 
a common enemy, 
perhaps the most 
basic enemy of humanity, oblivion. Tbe 
cancer patient is contending against the 
personal oblivion that is death and the 
astronauts 
are contending against the 
collective oblivion that is ignorance. The 
astronauts are the light that has illumi­ 
nated an area that was previously, for 
the most part, hidden in darkness. They 
have extended and expanded mankind into 
a new realm, 
formerly 
inaccessible 
to him and given him dominion over a 
portion of the heavens as well as the 
earth. Here lies unlimited treasures of 
even more value than possible mineral 
treasures, treasures of knowledge. For 
it is here that we are most likely to 
gather substantial pieces to the most 
baffling puzzle, the universe, and as the 
picture unfolds to find our true place in 
the larger whole. 
Beneath the superficiality of daily life 
in which we are so engrossed, there is 
an undercurrent of a deeper and more 


enduring reality with which man yearns 
to acquaint himself. In better understand­ 
ing the broader 
universe 
lies man’s 
best hope for answering his most vital, 
most 
basic, 
and still most mystifying 
questions 
such 
as: 
where we came, 
where we are going and what we are. 
With insight into these questions comes

It was not just the result of the 
efforts of contemporary man but a des­ 
tiny to which man was committed in

toward which he has just 
been urged throughout history and which 
nothing, save his own inability, could 
deny him.
